Bethel’s annual municipal elec- 
tion was held on Monday of this 
week with 245 local voters exercis- 
ing their franchise at the Bethel 


Fire Station. Unopposed in the . 


ballotting, Samuel H, Timberlake 
was re-elected to the “boards of 
selectmen and assessors. Timber- 
lake received 215 votes for select- 
man, and 212 for assessor. ! 


In the three-way contest ‘for 
two seats on the S, A. D. #44 
board of directors, John C. La- 
ban received 195 votes; Ruth W. 
Feeney, 178, with incumbent Mich- 
ael J. O'Donnell polling 77 votes. 

In the business portion of the 
annual meeting held Tuesday ev- 
ening at the Telstar Auditorium, 
about 100 local voters approved 
municipal expenditures for 1979 in 
the amount of $386,681. Approval 
of $51,000 in Federal Revenue 
Sharing; $110,000 from surplus, 
and $3,607.95 in Excess Inventory 
Reimbursement reduced the am- 
ount to be raised by taxation to 
$222,073.05. In 1978 the total ap- 
propriated was $368,654 with $176,- 
588.25 to be raised by taxation. 

The voters approved the using 
of $24,000 in Federal Revenue 
Sharing funds for the purchase of 
a diesel truck for the highway 
department. 

In discussion and action on the 
warrant voters attending the 
the meeting followed the recom- 
mendations of the budget commit- 
tee and/or selectmen in all cases, 
with little discussion on most 
items. The greatest amount of dis- 
cussion on an appropriation article 
was engendered by the request of 
the Greater Bethel Chamber of 
Commerce for town funds.

In my previous letter, perhaps 
I exaggerated in stating that too 
much emphasis is placed on learn- 
ing vocational skills at Telstar; 
even if this is so; I still believe 
that there is too little emphasis 
on college preparatory classes! The 
courses cited in the article as ex- 
amples of Telstar’s college prep- 
aratory classes were exclusively 
from the science, math, and for. 
eign language departments. This is 
fine if one is going to be a sci- 
entist, mathematician, or linguist 
(though admittedly these fields can 
be applied to other occupations); 
what about the jobs that require 
a competent background in Eng- 
lish grammar and writing? Even 
a scientist or mathematician needs 
to express himself correctly. As 
one can see, a solid high school 
(and junior high) English educa- 
tion is a must for practically ev- 
ery occupation. 

This (and the fact that I’m ma- 

joring in history and archacolo- 
gy) is the main reason why I feel 
that more attention should be de- 
voted to improving these college 
preparatory classes mentioned. My 
learned colleagues argue that the 
high amount of English grammar 
Jearned in Telstar’s Frerich clas- 
ses “does not reflect weaknesses 
in other departments”. Why else 
would they agree with me that a 
year of “English grammar and 
coniposition would be beneficial to 
the college bound students” wn- 
less there were “weaknesses in 
other departments"? _ 
_ Avery important point was made 
in the article that the ability to 
enrici othér people with Western 
Maine heritage and to be enrich- 
ed in return “lies within the cha- 
racter of the individual’. I 
couldn’t agree more. However, 
aren't we limiting the choices of 
the individual if we neglect col- 
lege préparation as a career pos- 
sibility? |

Chureh, March 11: The Doctrine . 


of Imputed Righteousness, - 
Jeremiah 23:6 reads, “...and 
this is his name whereby he shall 
be called the LORD OF OUR 
RIGHTEOUSNESS." The righteous- 
aness.-of Jesus Christ is: one of the 
first lessons that God taught man 
after the fall, In Genesis, Chapter 
3, Adam and Eve were in the gar- 
den, Satan stepped in and he- 
guiled them, Eve ate the apple, 
she also gave it to Adam, Adam 
thanked God for giving him the 
woman, and the chapter goes on 
to say, “...the eyes of both of 
them were opened, and they knew 
that they, were naked, and they 
sewed fig leaves together and 
made themselves aprons.” This is 
man’s attempt to cover up his view 
of sin. We see this again in Gene- 
sis, Chapter 4 with Cain and Abel. 
Abel was faithful to God's word 
and brought the blood sacrifice 
of the lamb to God. Cain brought 
the sacrifice of the works of his 


“hands from his gardens, Here ag- 


ain, we see man in his view of 
sin, thinking that man’s works, 
an apron, can cover his sin. Man's 
view of sin is toleration, and he 
thinks he can sew it up with a 
bunch of fig leaves. God has a 
view of sin that is ABSOLUTE. It 
cannot be looked upon except 
through shed blood. Just as Adam 
and Eve ‘had to put Christ on in 
the garden, our nakedness is cov- 
ered by. the blood of the cross 
when we come to Christ. This ~is 
imputed righteousness. The right- 
eousness is ours simply by ap- 
propriation. But we must receive 
it. God’s provision is that Christ 
not only died, he rose. He not on- 
ly suffered, but he obeyed, and 
this righteousness is imputed to 
us. Imputation is the act of ‘God 
whereby he accounts righteousness 
to the believer in Christ, and it is 
Christ who has borne the sin of 
the believer in vindication of the 
_law. 

This doctrine of imputed right- 
eousness will generate a response 
in the believer to do good works. 


-.When we receive that imputation, 


that justification, that faith, our 
lives are changed completely from 
within. Revival begins right in the 
heart of the individual believer. 
He will say, as Joshua said, “I will 
follow God.” 

Who is a true disciple of Jesus 
Christ? A. W. Tozer gives us a 
brief outline according to John 
8:31. The word of God has search- 
ed the heart of a true disciple, has 
reached into it and explored it, 
and is saying to him, “Where do 
you stand according to My Word— 
not according to what you think, or 
Avhat you think My interpretation 
is, but how do you stand accord- 
ing to My Written Word?” A true 
disciple believes that Jesus Christ 
can release him from his sin, He 
has become a Christian in all 
parts of his life. He has reached 
the point in his Christian walk 
where there is no turning back. He 
has told the world he is a Chris- 
tian, and by his acts he is a Chris- 
tian. There is no turning hack. 

If you are relying on your good 
works, you must maintain a right- 
eous standard by claiming the doc- 
trine of imputation of the right- 
eousness of Christ. This means 
standing forth, out where the 
world can see you, telling every 
one that you are a.follower, a dis- 
ciple of Christ. “Whosover there- 
fore shall confess me before men, 
him will I confess also before my 
Father which is in heaven. But

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German Diary 
by Ann Morton 


The Fasching season has just 
ended, and the last few days of 
it were very exciting in some parts 
‘of southern Germany, Austria and 
Switzerland. 

The season begins on the eley- 
enth minute of the eleventh hour 
of the. eleventh day of the elev- 
enth month. It more or less gets 
over-shadowed by the Christmas 
holidays, but events begin to pick 
up in the early weeks of the new 
year, 

The customs are of Christian 
and pagan origin, The old Ger- 
manic tribes used wooden masks 
to scare away the evil spirits of 
the long winter nights. As these 
tribes moved, their customs went 
with them, They mingled with 
Jater Roman customs, and the 
word “carnival” or “Karneval" is 
of Latin origin. “Carne Vale” can 
be translated “away with meat”. 
The festival names of KARNE- 
VAL, FASCHING or FASTNACHT 
can be found in various parts of 
Europe. 

There are many ways that the 
season is celebrated, Villages often 
have their long - lasting tra- 
ditions. Costume parties, special 
songs, and festival parades take 
place. In some places a number 
of “Buttenredner” appear in a 
_barrel and poke fun at events of 

~the past year, politicians, or 
prominent citizens, 

Cologne is famous for its festi- 
val parade with huge floats, march- 
ing bands, drill teams; a prince 
and princess are chosen to reign 
over the festivities, and people 
come from al] over the area to 
See the parade. Other cities fea- 
tire parades, too. 

In most areas, the season reach- 
es its peak in the final week. The 
final Thursday (SCHMUTZIGER 
DONNERSTAG) marks the begin- 
ning of the end. The last three 
days, known as the Three Wild 
Days are Fasching-Saonntag, Rose- 
montage and FASTNACHTSDIENE 
STAG. At exactly midnight pre- 
ceding Ash Wednesday the Fasch- 
ing seasop ends and Lent begins. 

: Berlin with its urban, Prussian 
influence, does very little in hon- 
‘or of the Fasching season as a 
; public display. Private citizens 

,surely use the final week end as 
an excuse for big parties. At the 
Berlin American Elementary 
School, the host nation teachers 
got the plans made for a Fasching 
parade by the students. Costumes, 
fancy hats were the order of the 

’ day, and the Army band played 
for the event. Due to a big snow 
storm, the parade had to be held 
in the halls and gymnasium of 
the school. Prizes were awarded in 
some classes for most original 
costumes. 

In Austria and Berchtesgaden 
many people I met were just re- 
covering from a Fasching party 
or anticipating one, Shop windows 
-were decorated with thin, curly 
streamers, and costumes and hats 
were being sold. 

-After a long winter, it seems 
like a good idea to have a celebra- 
tion like this. Perhaps it was suc- 
cessful: our snow has nearly melt- 
ed, and the weather has been un- 
seasonably warm the past week.
